My  Lord, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board, 

Parents  and  Friends, 

My  Staff  and  Girls. 

Another  year  has  completed  its  circle  and  again  we  are  here  for 
our  annual  closing. 

It  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude  that  I  present  to  you  my  report 
at  the  end  of  the  present  year.  Here,  amid  our  peaceful  surround- 
ings, we  have  passed  through  1916-1917  apparently  free  from  the 
great  anxieties  which  have  filled  the  rest  of  the  world,  and,  as  it 
were,  protected  by  Providence  from  any  of  the  trials  which  have 
visited  even  our  neighbours  and  friends.  I  think  all  of  us  who  live 
here  have  appreciated  this,  but  to  no  one  can  it  mean  quite  the  same 
thing  as  to  the  head  of  a  school  such  as  this.  In  this  connection 
our  country  situation  is  our  greatest  blessing.  "It  is  so  difficult 
for  an3'one  to  get  here  !  "  is  a  remark  I  often  hear,  and  I  equally 
often  remark  to  myself,  "It  is  so  difficult  for  anything  to  get  here!  ' 
These  facts  are  proved  beyond  a  doubt  by  the  physical  well-being 
of  our  girls,  and  the  splendid  health  record  of  our  school. 

I  was  once  asked,  "What  is  the  greatest  feature  of  your  school 
at  Compton  ?  "  and  I  promptly  replied,  "Sixty  healthy,  intelligent 
girls  !  "  and  left  the  academic  work  to  come  second. 

Still,  mental  education  is  our  real  work,  and  in  this  we  have 
not  come  below  our  former  high  standing,  as  the  Examiner's  report 
will  testify.  However,  it  is  the  everyday  work  of  which  I  can  par- 
ticularly speak,  and  I  unhesitatingly  say,  that  were  it  not  for  the 
quiet,  unobtrusive,  steady,  thorough  work,  done  faithfully  and    in 
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such  a  united  spirit  day  by  day,  from  September  to  June,  we  could 
never  reach  the  standard  attained  by  our  school  as  a  whole. 

In  June  1916,  in  the  McGill  University  Matriculation  Examina- 
tion, the  results  of  which  are  not  known  until  July,  one  of  our  girls 
Yivienne  Robertson,  gained  the  First  Place  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  and  we  are  not  only  proud  of  her,  but  we  are  grateful  to 
her  for  winning  this  honour  for  our  school. 

In  music  we  have  again  had  our  share  of  successes  in  the  recent 
examinations  held  b}'  The  Associated  Board  of  the  Royal  Academy 
and  Royal  College  of  Music,  and  those  of  The  McGill  Conservato- 
rium  of  Music,  as  the  certificates  about  to  be  presented  will  prove. 

In  Art  we  gained  a  large  number  of  both  Pass  and  Honours 
Certificates  last  June,  and  these  will  be  presented  today.  The  re- 
sults of  this  year's  examinations  are  not  yet  known. 

In  connection  with  our  equipment  I  wish  to  thank  the  Trustees 
for  the  splendid  microscope  which  has  been  such  a  help  in  our  Botany 
classes.  Our  Lantern  has  again  proved  a  source  of  much  pleasure 
Dr.  Parrock  very  kindly  gave  us  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Holland 
and  Belgium,  for  which  we  again  thank  him.  This  year,  however, 
we  have  had  a  series  of  illustrated  Lecturettes  by  our  own  girls,  and 
these  have  not  onty  proved  most  instructive  and  a  great  pleasure, 
but  have  been  the  means  of  training  even  our  little  girls  in  the  art 
of  speaking,  whilst  some  of  our  older  girls  have  shown  a  very  marked 
degree  of  excellence  in  this  particular. 

Our  girls  have  not  forgotten  the  needs  of  others,  and  they  have 
contributed  over  $200.00  to  the  funds  of  the  Red  Cross  Society 
They  have  also,  in  response  to  an  appeal  made  by  one  of  our  former 
Mistresses,  given  a  Morris  Chair  to  the  Convalescent  Home  for 
Returned  Soldiers  at  Whitbj',  Ont.  They  have  too,  knitted  in- 
cessantly, and  in  addition  to  a  large  number  of  socks  given  to  the 
Compton  Red  Cross  Society,  never  a  week  has  passed  in  which  a 
number  have  not  been  sent  to  friends  at  the  front. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Trustees  and  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment for  all  the  help  thejr  have  given  me,  and  the  interest  they  have 
aken  in  the  school. 


I  especially  thank  the  Bishop  for  so  graciously  coining  here  to- 
day to  present  the  prizes,  but  still  more  do  I  thank  him  for  his 
affectionate  interest  in  the  girls  themselves. 

To  my  Old  Girls  I  can  only  say,  that  as  long  as  there  exists 
among  them  such  an  affection  for  their  school,  and  for  me,  then 
its  foundations  are  sure,  and  as  long  as  the}'  fill  the  ranks  of  those 
who,  when  their  country  needs  them,  are  to  be  found  in  such  posi- 
tions as  so  many  are  filling  today,  then  their  school  will  be  proud 
of  them. 

To  my  Staff  my  thanks  can  never  be  expressed  in  words.  I 
know,  as  no  one  else  can  know,  what  their  work  means  to  the  school, 
what  their  influence  means  to  the  girls,  and  what  their  loyal,  affec- 
tionate devotion  means  to  me,  and  to  what  I  like  to  think  will  be 
my  life  work. 

To  my  Girls,  or  as  they  are  more  affectionately  termed  "The 
Family,"  I  want  to  say,  that  they  have  proved  themselves  worthy 
members,  of  K.H.C.  They  have  adhered  to  their  motto,  "Keep 
Troth,"  and  have  maintained  the  prestige  of  the  school  in  every 
particular,  and  today  they  hand  it  on  to  the  girls  of  1917-1918  proud 
of  its  past  and  confident  in  its  future.

EXAMINER'S  REPORT— 1916-1917. 


Faculty  of  Arts,  Department  of  History, 

McGill  University,

The  Board  of  Trustees, 

King's  Hall,  Compton,  Quebec. 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  was  very  glad  to  accept  your  invitation,  sent  through  the 
Lady  Principal,  to  serve  again  as  examiner  for  the  school.  My 
duties  in  that  capacity  brought  me  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  to  Comp- 
ton early  in  May.  This  gave  me  the  opportunity,  as  before,  of 
seeing  the  school  at  work,  and  of  observing  at  first  hand  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  classes.  It  gave  me  the  chance  to  form  an  impression 
also  of  what  King's  Hall  tries  to  offer  its  pupils  apart  from  and  in 
addition  to  its  routine  of  study. 

The  year's  work  in  the  class-rooms  has  been  tested  by  a  series 
of  examinations  covering  all  the  academic  subjects  taught.  The 
examinations  were  arranged  upon  a  standard  corresponding  to  that 
exacted  of  candidates  who  expect  to  matriculate  into  McGill  Univer- 
sity. The  marks  obtained  have  been  handed  to  the  Lady  Principal 
in  a  separate  report.  By  the  lists  you  will  see  that  each  paper  has 
been  read  and  marked  with  very  minute  care.  I  have  felt  free  in 
the  report  to  comment  upon  the  work  of  individual  pupils  ;  and  you 
will  find  that  in  most  cases  the  comment  has  been  favourable.  Some 
of  the  girls  have  shown  a  marked  degree  of  excellence,  and  a  grade 
of  scholarship  that  would  win  distinction  in  any  school.  This  must 
be,  as  it  always  is,  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  members  of  the 
teaching  staff.  But  after  all  it  is  the  pupils  of  average  ability  whose 
work  is  the  best  test  of  training.  In  the  majority  of  cases,  the 
results  are  noticeable  for  the  evidence  they  give  of  thoroughness 


and  of  thoughtful  and  well  directed  effort  in  teaching.  Judging 
from  the  papers  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  instruction  in  the 
classroom  has  been  most  painstaking  and  scholarly  ;  and  I  am  sure 
that  all  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  reason  to  feel  gra- 
tified at  the  splendid  response  their  work  has  met  with  from  the  pupils 

Of  the  situation  of  Compton,  and  of  the  facilities  it  affords  the 
school  for  outdoor  exercise  and  sports,  I  alwaj's  carry  away  the 
most  pleasing  impression.  The  vigour  that  the  girls  put  into  their 
study  would  scarcely  be  possible  without  the  opportunity  for  open 
air  recreation  of  which  they  are  able  to  take  advantage  with  such 
perfect  freedom  and  without  restriction.  It  makes  the  school  life 
full  of  animation,  full  of  an  active  wholesome  interest  in  study  and 
in  pastime  that  has  always  been  the  especial  characteristic  of  King's 
Hall. 

I  can  allude  only  briefly  to  the  administration  of  the  school 
under  the  direction  of  the  Lady  Principal.  Those  who  have  known 
King's  Hall  for  the  last  few  years,  and  have  watched  its  progress, 
realize  what  time  and  thought  and  what  disinterested  devotion  the 
Lady  Principal  has  bestowed  upon  its  care  and  management.  To 
this  alone  can  we  attribute  the  high  standard  of  scholarship  the 
school  maintains,  and  the  unqualified  success  it  is  achieving.  I 
can  speak  of  it  only  with  the  most  cordial  appreciation. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  offer  you  so  favourable 
a  report.
